PASSES TEST 



The new American I/a France pump- 
ing engine of the Xarberth Fire Com- 
pany has passed her tests with honors. 
Rated at 7/50 gallons per minute, she 
developed a discharge of 78o gallons 
per minute at a speed of 1,226 R. P. M. 

The tests were conducted Saturday 
and Monday under the supervision of 
Thomas F. Dwyer, engineer of the Fire 
Fnderwriters, and himself a Xarberth 
resident. The tests were made at Penn 
Treaty park, Philadelphia. 

This performance, made in zero 
weathfi was shown in « test of two 
hours' continuous pumping. The ap- 
paratus delivered over 104% specified 
capacity and functioned perfectly with- 
out, heating or vibration. Mr. Dwyer 
approved the engine for acceptance.

D. Smedley and Mr. Edward S. Haws 
as the other members of the committee. 
A Great Merger 
The new plan will incorporate all the 
half-finished nnd scattered projects of 
the past years. The expectation is that 
all the organizations, so far as practi- 
cable, who are now proceeding inde- 
pendently, will pool their resources to 
make a success of the new plan. 

The proceeds of the Y. M. C. A. 
building amounts to about $33,000, and 
another large amount has been prom- 
ised as a gift if the plan goes through. 
If the funds of the scattered organiza- 
tions be added to this, upwards of $50,- 
00(1 will be already on hand as a start- 
er, the rest to be raised by general pub- 
lic subscription. 

The plan can go through only if 
generally endorsed, say the Y. M. C. 
A. Directors, as a half-way develop- 
ment would 'be useless. Much depends 
on the results of the conference called 
for this month. 

The resolution of the Y. M. C. A. 
Directors follows: 

Whereas, The Narberth Young 'Men 's 
Christian Association was constituted 
and maintained by public-spirited cit- 
izens of the Borough in tho interest of 
the neighborhood good, and especially 
in the interest of the town's young 
people and their welfare, and the 
monies contributed by them were in- 
vested and used in these purposes; and 
Whereas, For reasons beyond the con- 
trol of the Association, and of which 
the Borough is quite fully informed, 
it was necessary to cease Association 
activities several years ago; and 

Whereas, Such a status eould oh- 
viously not be maintained a greater 
length of time in the absence of any 
visible signs that the future held prom- 
ise of betterment; and 

Whereas, Because of the conditions 
mentioned, the property of the Asso- 
ciation has been sold, and will shortly 
be transferred to the purchaser for bus- 
iness uses, thereby depriving the town 
of a center for its community activi-

The title law, which took effect in 
November, long before the titles were

The truth of tho matter is that the 
department is badly managed, or such a 
mixup as has occurred this year would 
.not be likely to happen. Either that or 
the system whereby all licenses are is- 
sued should 'be changed, so that cen- 
tral distributing stations could be es- 
tablished in the larger cities and towns 
for this purpose. This is the system 
used in other States with success. 

Therefore, to sum- up, either the de- 
partment is inefficient, or the system is 
inefficient. Or 'both.
